Commissioner of Immigration Sarge^Sf 
Has Taken Steps to Strengthen 
His Forces Along the 
Southern Border. 


Washington. One purpose of the 
inspection trip on which F. P. N.ir 
gent. Commissioner of Immigration, 
departed is to strengthen the Chinese 
exclusion service along the -Mexican 
border. It. is reported that hundreds 
of Chinese have been entering Mexico 
of late with the purpose of stealing 
across the border into the United 
States. The scene of action of the 
Chinese for frauds has largely chan#: 
ed from Canada to Mexico. Speaking 
of this, Sargent said : 

“We are having more trouble aloug 
the border in the south than ever 
fore and it probably will increase 
Instead of going to work in the south 
ern and central parts of Mexico, for 
which their importation was intended, 
the Chinese are congregating along 
the American line, simply waiting tot 
an opportunity to get. into this court 
try. 

“We are having the greatest trouble 
in Lower California, however, and w 
have increased our men there. Tie* 
peninsula is thronged with Chinese’ 
and these are making their way over 
the hills and mountains into Tia Ju¬ 
ana and thence north to San Diego. 
It is hard work locating the culprits 
in this sort of territory.”

The shortage of water the past week 
was owing to installation of a new 
well and changes preparatory to en¬ 
larging the efficiency of the pumping 
plant.

The wholesale destruction of young 
fish m the waters ot the buy by these 
market fishermen is wholly inexcusa¬ 
ble and a crime against the people of 
the State of California. The authori¬ 
ties are determined to put an end to 
it and if the penalty recently inflict¬ 
ed is not sufficient to accomplish that 
purpose future offenders will find the 
penalty increased. 

On Sunday morning some hunters 
discovered the body of a man on the 
flats of the Spring Valley laud near 
Lake Merced. An inquest was held 
by Justice of the Peace and Acting 
Coroner E. E. Cunningham Sunday 
afternoon. Nothing was found upon 
the body by which it could be identi¬ 
fied. The ' man had evidently been 
deuu several months and the body was 
so badly decomposed that identifica¬ 
tion would have been impossible by 
any one who might have known him. 
Two front teeth were missing from 
the lower jaw and there was a gold 
tooth on the right side of tne upper 
jaw. He was dressed in brownish 
gray suit with colored negiige shirt, 
black derby hat and patent leather 
shoes, A bullet hole was found pen¬ 
etrating the clothing and entering 
the body in the region of the heart. 
A bull-dog revolver with three empty 
chambers was found lying by the 
man’s right side. A verdict, of sui¬ 
cide was returned by the jury.

On Friday, September ldth, a stab¬ 
bing affray occurred at the “Jersey 
Farm.’’ in which Joseph Guutern was 
cut twice, but not seriously, by Fritz 
Schlegel. It appeared from the testi¬ 
mony at the preliminary examination 
that Guntern and others of the em¬ 
ployes had been teasing Schlegel on 
Thursday and that on Thursday even¬ 
ing some one stole a demijohn of wine 
from Schlegei’s sleeping room. Schle 
gel brooded over the matter and con¬ 
cluded that Ountern had taken his 
wine. On Saturday morning about 
10 o’clock Schlegel came into the 


washroom where Guntern was shaving 
himself and becoming enraged at the 
sight of Guntern attacked him with a 
pocket knife, cutting him ou the left 
shoulder and in the back just below 
the right shoulder. Schlegel was 
held to answer upon the charge of as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon with in¬ 
tent to commit murder, and commit¬ 
ted to the Sheriff of San Mateo eouu- 
ty with bail fixed in the sum of 81500. 

On Saturday evening Constable R. 
J. Carroll arrested the following nam¬ 
ed Italian fishermen: David Casiari- 
no, Peter Deluigi, Luigi Olivieri, 
Francisco Bruno, Peter Molinairi and 
Vinceuso Molinairi, on the bay shore 
near Warren's wharf, and charged 
them with violating Sec. 028 of the 
Fish and Game Laws of the State of 
California, to-wit: Catching young 
fish with a seine or net and not imme¬ 
diately ietarniug them to the water 
alive. When brought into court the 
six flshermen each entered a plea of 
guilty and were fined $T >0 each, with 
the alternative of fifty days imprison- 
i rnent in the county jail. The tines of 
j Bruno and the two Molinaris, amouut- 
I ing to 8150, were paid by their em¬ 
ployer, Giovanni Crutti of Twentieth 
avenue, San Francisco. The other 
j three fishermen failed to pay their 
fine and were committed to the coun¬ 
ty jail. For a long time Italian fish- 
! ermeu have been drawing their nets 
along the bay shore and leaving the 
I young fish to perish. It has been ex¬ 
tremely difficult to catch them in the 
■act and Officer Carroll only succeed- 
j ed by lying in wait at night. In ttie 
j case in question the boats came in at 
about 10 o’clock p. m., in the neigh- 
; borhood of Kennel’s dairy ou the San 
: Bruno road. Tne dumping of young 
fish on the beach lias been carried on 
for a long time and on such a scnle 
that the decaying fish had become a 
i great nuisance. Very recently Mr. 
j Kennel swore out John Doe warrants 
; with the view of putting a stop to thh, 
nuisance.
